Competition does not mean 
log eat dog.* Instead, it is the necessary preface to coo­ 
peration. Competition helps us to decide with whom we 
an best cooperate in production.” 
Freedom to shop around is found at all the levels of 
conomic activity. A business, for instance, buys the sup­ 
ines and services it needs from other businesses which of- 
er the best values. And every housewife exercises her 
reedom to shop around every day. When she goes out to 
my foods or clothes or household wares or anything else. 
he patronizes those merchants who, in her opinion, will 
rive her the most for the dollar. They may be chain stores 
ir independent stores; they may be large or small. But 
ompetition forces all of them to offer every inducement 
hey can — price, service, quality, more compelling adver- 
isinsr — to attract her trade. 
It is competition that holds qualities up and prices 
iown, and that forces the businessman to fight an endless 
var against waste and avoidable expense. Yes, competition

Of the sev­ 
eral varieties of sweetclover, Ma­ 
drid has been the most widely 
used in this area during the past 
several years. It is a good crop 
for both temporary grazing and 
hay, however, one of its greatest 
values is as a soil improving 
crop. 
Increased yields of cash 
crops following clover have be­ 
come common in the area during 
past years. 


Grass 
seeding 
or 
sodding 
should also be done during the 
next few weeks. 
Dealers have 
announced that Coastal Bermuda 
grass roots are now available for 
sodding. 
King Ranch bluestem 
planting time is also at hand. 
This is a vigorous growing grass 
that has done well during the 
past dry years. It is adapted to 
practically all soils of the Dis­ 
trict. 


The Wise County Agriculture 
Stabilization

Conservation 
Committee has given the follow­ 
ing information regarding cost- 
sharing on these practices: for 
assistance on clover, make re­ 
quest to ASO office by Febru­ 
ary 28th.

Problems of State 


(First of a series of articles 
on State Mental and Tuberculo­ 
sis Hospitals.) 
Mental illness, mental defec­ 
tiveness and tuberculosis consti­ 
tute three of the most severe 
health problems confronting our 
State today, not only in terms 
of cost to the State, but in po­ 
tential waste of human and eco­ 
nomic resources. Efforts to cope 
with these dreaded health men­ 
aces have resulted in a great deal 
of floundering and indecision on 
the part of the Board for State 
Hospitals and Special Schools. 
While it is true that our state 
hospital system is short of funds 
to carry out a complete program 
of care and cure of the wards of 
the 
state, 
nevertheless 
more 
money is certainly not the only 
answer to this problem. As a 
m atter of fact, a large grant of 
additional 
funds for hospitals 
without a concrete program to 
carry out a long range plan can 
do more harm than good. 
The state hospital operations 
have been conducted largely on a 
year-to-year basis, with no long- 
range planning. Policy matters 
have been presented to the State 
Board on a piecemeal basis, us­ 
ually as an emergency arises. 
Since the inception of the State 
Hospital 
Board in 1949 there 
have been four Executive Direc­ 
tors. 
Can one blame the high 
turnover of this top position on 
salary? Look at the budgets and 
it will show you that we are now 
paying the Director of our vast 
hospital system a salary of al­ 
most $24,000 a year, when all of 
his emoluments are added to his 
comfortable $15,000 per year sal­ 
ary. He is the highest paid of­ 
ficial in the state. He has at his 
fingertips two high paid medical 
doctors to run the Mental and 
Tuberculosis programs, both of 
which 
are 
paid 
better 
than 
$15,000 a year. 
When this system was under 
the direction of the State Board 
of Control the central office staff 
was 
costing 
the 
state 
about 
$50,000 each year to administer 
a program of treatment and care 
of state mental and tuberculous 
patients. Since the State Hospi­ 
tal Board has taken over this 
function, 
administrative 
costs 
have skyrocketed to $500,000 per 
year. Yes, we are giving better 
treatm ent and care to state pa­ 
tients but the fact that this ex­ 
pensive administrative office has 
not laid out a long range plan 
which 
might 
save 
the 
state 
money in the future indicates 


Hospitals Told 


that we have been short chanced 
on this move. 
Examine tne requests made to 
the Legislature for the coming 
biennium for our state hospitals. 
They total more than $25,000,000 
more than we are now spending, 
yet there is no long range plan 
as to how the funds will be ex­ 
pended. 
How did the hospitals 
arrive at their requests? They 
took a preconceived figure based 
on $3 per day per patient for 
mental hospitals and $7 per day 
per patient for tuberculosis hos­ 
pitals. 
When asked ^iow they 
propose to spend this large in­ 
crease, the answer was “for bet­ 
ter care and treatment of the 
patient." That could mean any­ 
thing from new $25,000 homes 
for doctors to more modern facil­ 
ities for the patients. 


Generally speaking, there is 
much room for improvement in 
the cooperative working relation­ 
ships between other state agen­ 
cies and the State Hospital Board 
in fields where they share a com­ 
mon 
interest. 
Instances 
have 
even occurred in which officials 
of one department have disre­ 
garded or violated regulations 
laid down by another. One of the 
great needs is an effective inte­ 
gration of the related services 
which state agencies perform. 
Until this is achieved the s ta t e 
cannot make its fullest contribu­ 
tions in the areas of public serv­ 
ice concerning mental and tuber­ 
culous patients, nor can it get 
the maximum return from its ex­ 
penditures for these purposes.

W. C. P itts of the Allison con­ 
servation group, cooperating with 
the Denton-W ise Soil Conserva­ 
tion District, planted 12 acres of 
K. 
R. 
bluestem 
grass in 
the 
spring of 1950. This little patch 
of grass has proven its worth 
many tim es during the last four 
years. 
He is using it prim arily for 
seed production. Seed harvesting 
began with a yield of 600 pounds 
in the summer of the year it was 
planted and production has re­ 
mained constant at 600 to 700 
pounds per year, even through 
the drouth. Mr. P itts said, 
was willing to take this field out 
of production for awhile in order 
to get it established to grass but 
it has made me more money than 
any other 12 acres on the place 
every year since I planted it.” In 
addition to his seed harvest he is 
getting a considerable amount of 
grazing 
from 
this 
field 
each 
year. 
His comment was: “I am sold 
on K. R. bluestem.
